“standard operating procedure” for the 
popular Patti. Show business, like most 
any other business, is hard work. Glam- 
orous? Yes. But, in trying to get a new 
TY show rolling, it’s business before 
glamor. Let us explain.... 

How would you like a job that kept 
you on the move from 5:30 a.m. till 
midnight or after? If you think such a 
job doesn’t exist, Patti can tell you dif- 
ferently. 

The alarm rings in Patti’s apartment 
at the afore-mentioned early-morning 
hour. And if she ever ponders the possi- 
bility of turning it off and going back 
to sleep, such thoughts are quickly for- 
gotten when the phone rings at about 
5: 45 and her manager-partner, Jack 
Rael, checks to make certain that her 
alarm has done its work. And she daily 
assures him that it has. A cup of black 
coffee usually serves as the official eye- 
opener, and within the next 45 minutes, 
Patti exercises on her terrace, dresses, 
looks longingly at her still warm bed, 
and departs. .
